year. 

Your  Committee  has  been  forced 
to  close  the  bedrooms  to  members 
and  their  guests  owing  to  our  not 
meeting  the  requirements  of  the  Fire 
Department  regulations.  We  have 
also  been  forced  to  close  the  Dining 
Room  and  Lounge  on  Saturdays  due 
to  lack  of  patronage  by  our  members.
